The District 
Justice had found that a number of men 
who were on Mr.: Bruen’s premises after 
midnight on Sunday, 18th Angust, 1936, 
and who had come from Sligo town, over 
five males teat rood visited Rosses Point 
in sea o timate a n ys 
dancing, and were bona fide travellers. 
Accordingly, he dismissed a summons 
had been brought against Mr. Bruen for 
alleged offences under the arene 
Liquor Act, 1927. The High Court hel 
that he was wrong, and remitted the case 
to him with a direction to convict. 
The case was described as a test case. 
The Chief Justice said that he had read 
the judgment which Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
was about to deliver, and he agreed with it. 
| 


THE JUDGMENT 


Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, in the course of 
his judgment, said that he thought that 
the District Justice had desired the opinion 
of the High Court on two questions of law 
arising on the interpretation of the expres- 
sion “bona fide traveller’’—viz., whether 
a person who had covered the prescribed dis- 
tance from the place where he had lodged 
the previous night, partly or mainly for’ 
amusement, or for some purpose other than 
the procuring of intoxicating liquor, might 
be held to be a “bona fide traveller’’ 
within the meaning of the Licensing Act, so 
as to entitle him to dergand and receive 
refreshment in that capacity during prohi- 
bited hours; and whether a person who 
was. entitled in .other respects to the 
status of a ‘‘bona fide traveller’’ neces- 
sarily lost his privilege as such by a pause 
of some duration in the course of his way- 
faring. 

The Court had been pressed, as other 
courts had been pressed, to define the term 
** bona fide traveller,’’ and, for his part, he 
was content to adopt the language of judges 
of great experience and learning and to say 
that it was impossible to give an exhaustive 
definition which would cover every case, 
Whether any given individual was, or was 
not, entitled to the status of ‘“‘bona fide 
traveller’’ depended upon the facts proved 
in his particular case, and upon the conclusion 
arrived at by the Tribunal, of fact, as to the 
object with which he made his journey. 


TERM PECULIAR TO CODE 


It was, however, clear, in his opinion, that 
the term “bona fide traveller’’ was a term 
of art peculiar to the licensing code, and 
that little help was to be obtained from an 
examination of dictionaries, They must as- 
certain the meaning of the Legislature from 
the language of the Act itself in accordance 
with recognised canons of construction. There 
was no definition of the term in the Licensing 
Acts. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon referred, among 
other authorities, to the leading decision on 
the Act of 1874 in Penn v. Alexander, which, 
he said, had been regarded as having stated 
clearly who was, and who was not, a 
‘‘ bona fide traveller’ within the meaning of 
the Licensing Acts, and in which Mr. Justice 
Collins said that “the question whether a 
man is a ‘ona fide traveller’ must be one 
of fact depending upon the circumstances of 
each particular case,” 

It had been contended, continued Mr. 
Justice FitzGibbon, that a man must be 
actually passing between the place. from which 
he set out and the. place of his destination 
in order to qualify himse!f as a ‘‘ traveller’’ ; 
that he must be journeying, or in sitinert, 
and that after he reached his destination 
he was not a “ travelle:” any sin agh 
In,his opinion, that would produce manifest 
absurdity and injustice in the administra- 
tion of the English and Irish statutes. 

Section 6 of the Licensing Act, which was 
passed by the Oireachtas in 1924, referred 
to a bona fide traveller within the meaning 
of the Licensing Acts, 1833 to 1905. That 
statute had been repealed by the Licensing 
Act of 1927, which now regulates the sale 
of liquor in the Free State, and was passed 
to amend and consolidate the licensing laws 
of the Free State. In that statute, under 
which this case had arisen, the expression 
‘bona fide ‘traveller’’ had been used simpli- 
citer, without express reference to previous 
legislation, and it had been contended by: 
counsel for the Attorney-General that the 
Court could, and should, interpret that 
expression de novo, as if there had been no 
previous. decisions on its meaning. In has 
opinion they ought not to do so. There was 
a well-known canon of construction ap- 
plicable to statutes, frequently acted upon, 
and recently re-affirmed in the House of 
Lords: ‘‘ That where a word of doubtfal 
meaning has received a clear judicial inter- 
pretation a subsequent statute which incor- 
porates the same word or the same phrase 
in a similar context must be construed. 80 
that the word or phrase is interpreted ac- 
cording to the meaning that has previously 
been assigned to it.” As a general pro- 
position he thought that that was the un- 
doubted law. 

In his opinion, there was abundant evi- 
dence upon which the District Justice could 
arrive at the findings of fact which he made, 
and upon these findings of fact the persons 
whom the appellant supplied with intoxicat- 
ing liquor were ‘‘ bona fide’ travellers” 
within the meaning of Sub-sections 1 and 5 
of Section 15 of the Licensing Act. © The 
order of the High Court should, therefore, 
be discharged. - 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that he 
ugreed with the judgment of Mr. Justice 
FitzGibbon, and had nothing to add to it. 


MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH 


Mr. Justice Meredith, who also a reed 
with the judgment of Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
said that the only question of law that could 
arise in the action was: Was there any evi- 
dence to support the finding of the District 
Justice that the persons in question visited 
Rosses Point in search of legitimate amuse- 
ment—namely, dancing? 

There could be no two opinions about what 
the ostensible object of the persons was in 
oing to Rosses Point. The visit to the 
an hall was taken on all sides as the 
ostensible object, and the only question 
raised was whether it was not being made a 
mere pretext, and that the procuring of drink 
during prohibited hours was the real object 
of the parties. 
evidence was produced to support such sus- 
picion. 

There was an aspect of the case which 
called for comment—comment, however, which 
implied no reflection on the District Justice. 
It was a remarkable fact that no serious

REMOVAL OF A WART

(BEFORE THE PRESIDENT AND A JURY.) 


The hearing was concluded of the action 
in which Essie Murphy, domestic servant, 
South Richmond street, Dublin, sued P. A, 
Brady, chemist, Upper Camden street, Dublin, 
for damages for ie ed breach of warranty 
in the sale of a liquid to her on October 7. 

Miss Murphy’s case was that she bought 
bottle of ‘‘ wart paint,’’ com of a mix- 
ture of nitric acid and glacial acetic acid, in 
Mr. Brady’s shop. and that she was given no 
precise directions about its use. . She applied 
some of the contents, by means of the cork, 
to a wact on the index finger of her right 
hand. Subsequently the finger became in- 
flamed, and portion had to be amputated. 

The defence was a denial that the goods 
were not reasonably fit for the purpose 
alleged, a denial of negligence, and a plea of 
contributory negligence. 

Dr. William Cremin, giving evidence for 
the defence, said that the mixture af acetic 
acid with nitric acid toned down the strength 
of the nitric acid. It was a dangerous mix- 
ture if wrongly applied, but if properly 
applied was quite safe, and was used for the 
removal of warts. Application by means of 
the cork would not be a proper method. It 
should be applied in very small quantity to 
the tip of the wart. | 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dockrell, K.C., for 
the plaintiff, witness said that he would 
agree with Mr Brady if Mr. Brady said that, 
it would be dangerous not to warn pur- 
chasers that the liquid would burn tissue if 
applied to the skin. . i 

r. Dockrell, K.C., Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
K.C., and Mr. Fay (instructed by Mr. T. H. 
Hayes) ae for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Carson, K.C., and. Mr. J. P. Murnane (in- 
structed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) 
for the defendant. 

The President, summing up, said that he 
thought it was generally accepted that the 
wart paint in question was a most dangerous 
substance if carelessly applied, and that to 
put such a' substance into the hands of any 
person without proper instructions would be 
a most careless action. 

The jury, after an absence of about two 
hours, found for the plaintiff, and assessed 
damages at £155, and judgment was given 
accordingly. 

On the application of Mr. Dockrell, the 
President granted a certificate for costs on 
the High Court scale, and, on the application 
of Mr. Murnane, he granted a stay of execu- 


tion for 14 days.

Sergeant John IcGann, Civic Guards, 
stated that he arrived at the house of Daniel 
Gleeson about 12.55 a.m on the mornin 
following t:» shootiag. Daniel was in be 
and made a statement, following a remark 
about the seriousness of his injury. The 
statement read that he, Daniel Gleeson, hav- 
the fear of death before him, and with no 
hope of recovery, declared that he had been 
only a few minutes in bed when he heard 
footsteps in the yard, and on looking out 
he saw two men standing at the corner, one a 
small man, and the other tall. They flashed 
a light on him and said nothing. 
them go down the yard, and soon afterwards 
he heard them at the latch of the front

“ t up again,” procee a - 
ment, Rand pi the same two men stand- 
ing in ‘the yard about four or five yards 
away from me, 


“THE TALL MAN FIRED” 


“One of them said, ‘Hands up. Hand 
out your gun.””, I said: “ What gun? If 
you do not go away out of that you will 
suffer,’’’ and I made a move towards them. 
I had only gO gy and trousers on, and a 
stick in my hand. ‘The tall man fired a 
shot over me and immediately after he fired 
another one and hit me in the stomach. He 
had a double-barrelled shot-gun, for I saw 
the two barrels. I fell to the ground, and 
I know no more,” 

Witness said that he did not ask Daniel 
Gleeson to sign the statement. 

Continuing his evidence, witness stated 
that he found three empty cartridge cases on 
the side of the road about 300 yards from 
Daniel Gleeson’s house on the morning of 
2nd September. About four feet from the 
door of the house he found the overshot wad 
of a cartridge. Witness also stated that he 
found four footprints about eighty yards 
from the house. 

Civie Guard Denis Harrington deposed to 
finding two hats, a mask, and the overshot 
wad of a cartridze. In the house he found 
three grains.of shot in a pool of blood, and 
in the trousers of Daniel Gleeson he found 
eight = He took casts of footprints 
in a field. 

Detective Sergeant James Reynolds, 
Thurles, said that he found a flash-lamp q 
posite the house of the deceased man. At

the gable end of the house he found the over- 
shot wad of a cartridge. He also found a 
ir of scissors and two pieces of wire, which 


could be used for picking locks; a slasher 


and a pole-axe. Inside a gate he found two 
bicycles, one of them punctured in the front, 
tyre. ‘There was a cloth bag round the 
handlebars of the machine with the punc- 
ture. In the barracks, said witness, he saw 
the accused man, who was then under ar. 
rest. He spoke to him. Next day, órd Sep. 
tember, he took part in a search of the ac- 
cused man’s house, and found the forestock 
of a shotgun. In a loft over the stables, 
known as the gymnasium, he found four 
small pieces of leatherette material. He came 
to the conclusion that they were part of the 
same material as the masks were made of. 
Witness demonstrated that four masks 
fitted into holes in a piece of oilcloth, or 
leatherette, produced. [For two of the holes 
no masks had been found. Small pieces of 
oilcloth which had been found fitted into the 
eye-holes in one of the masks. : 
A cast. of a footprint which was produced, 
the witness continued, had twelve or thir- 
teen points of -similarity with the right boot 
of a pair of hoots which was produced. 

To Mr. Wood—-The first time he saw 
Michael Gleeson, the prisoner, was at 6 a.m, 
on 2nd September in the Nenagh Civic 
Guard station. Other pmsoners — John 
O'Brien, James Molamphy and Thomas Mor- 
gan—were there. His conversation with the 
prisoner took place at 4 p.m. So far as he 
knew, Gleeson was in the barracks from 6 
a.m. until 4 p.m. When he took a state- 
ment from Morgan he was not aware that 
one had been taken by the: superintendent. 
He could not say whether the conversation 
with Gleeson took place at 4 p.m. or 7 p.m. 


A LIVE CARTRIDGE 


Sergeant John Rice gave evidence of the 
search at the house of the accused man, and 
said that in a trousers pocket in the room 
pointed out to him as that of the accused 
man he found a live cartridge. On the floor 
he found two empty cartridges. He found 
five live cartridges in a black sock in a cup- 
board in the kitchen. He found three 
empty cartridge cases in the same cupboard 
and six more in an outhouse. 

Guard Patrick Flanagan stated that he had 
found a bicycle lamp, a cartridge and a 
glove near the home of Daniel Gleeson. 

Guards T. McMahon, Michael McNeill, 
Patrick McDonagh and Patrick Gray gave 
evidence of having taken part in the search 
and of the finding of the various articles. 

Guard Patrick Ahearne said he searched 
James Molamphy in the Nenagh Barracks 
and found a glove, of which he took posses- 
sion. 

Guard James Lynch gaid that a statement 
had been made to him by the accused man 
after he had been cautioned, but the judge 
refused to admit this in evidence. | 

Superintendent B, O'Boyle said he was 
motoring back to Nenagh from Daniel Glee- 
son’s house on the night of the ‘shooting 
when he saw five men on the road. One of 
them was a brother of John O’Brien. He 
went on to Michael Gleeson’s house. 
went up to the accused man’s room. 
accused man’s father said: ‘‘ This is 
Superintendent from Nenagh.” Witness 
said: “I am inquiring into the shooting of 
Daniel Gleeson. I have information that it 
was you who fired the shot.” He cautioned 
the accused man, and the father then said: 
“The Superintendent says you are to say 
nothing.” Witness replied: “I did not say 
any such thing. He can make a statement 
if he likes.” The accused man did not make 
a statement. Witness went to the kitchen 
after telling the accused man to get up and 
get and, He asked the father for his 

un and ammunition, and the father handed 
Éin a ghot gun in two parts and three 
cartridges. fitness asked when the gun 
last was used, and the father replied that 
he might have fired a shot a few days before. 
In reply to a further question the accused 
man said that the gun never was cleaned, 
Witness said he felt that the barrels of the 
gun smelled slightly of powder. The 
prisoner accompanied him to Nenagh 
Barracks, and when told that he would be 
detained said: ‘‘I will say nothing till I see 
a solicitor.’’ 

Continuing his evidence, the witness said 
that he went to the houses of John O’Brien 
and James Morgan in turn. When he was 
leaving Morgan’s' he met Thomas Molamphy. 
Each of the men made a statement. In the 
barracks they all made statements again, 
except Gleeson. On 2nd September he 
arrested Gleeson and charged him with 
shooting at and wounding Daniel Gleeson 
with intent to commit murder. He 
cautioned the accused man, who made no 
statement. On the órd of September, Daniel 
Gleeson having died, he charged the accused 
man with murder. . The prisoner replied: 
“Yes; that is the charge. 
ing nothing.” 


THREE STATEMENTS | 
Witness identified a deposition made by 


Daniel Gleeson in hospital. In the course 
of this deposition the deceased man said that 
he saw a small boy with a grey coat and 
also a big fellow with a gun. He did not 
recognise the voice which spoke. The tall 
man was about twelve to fifteen yards away 
when he fired. 

To Mr. Wood—Three statements were 
obtained from O’Brien. At his own request 
a third statement was taken from Morgan. 
The third in each case was taken in the 
presence of the prisoner’s solicitor. One 
statement was taken from Molamphy. It 
was not until a certain statement had been 
made by O’Brien that Gleeson was 
separated from the other three prisoners. 
That was about the árd of September. 

Mr. Wood—From the third was Gleeson 
left alone and were the other three left 
together ?--That evening they were sent to 
Limerick Prison. 

The Court adjourned until 11 o’clock this 
morning.

VAN DYCK 


Proceeding with his lecture, the lecturer 
said that, although Rembrandt outshone all 
his contemporaries, they each made an in- 
dividual and striking contribution to the his- 
tory of etching. He began with Van Dyck, 
a great portrait painter in oil, and whose 
etching work was confined to portraits.- In 


1652 Van Dyck settled in London as a Coart he now has to make contributions repre- 
Sir ; 


painter to Charles I., and became 
Anthony Van Dyck, and all that this title 
implied. Though his life in England and his 
long series ot English portraits in oil had 
made him seen. ‘‘almost a member of the 
pure English school, we must bear in mind 
that his etchings were nearly all made in 
Tlanders. Though it has always been 
our British instinct to grab and absorb 
foreign possessions, we cannot grab Van Dyck 
as a British etcher.”’ In etching he was, like 
Rembrandt, a pioneer, Portrait etching had 
scarcely had any existence before his time, 
and in his work it suddenly appeared as a 
most perfect aad finished growth. In portrait 
etching he and Rembrandt: established a 
standard which had never been surpassed, 
It was soon after his return from Italy; 
ia 1626, that Van Dyck embarked on a 
scheme for publishing a large collection of 
portraits of famous men of his time. This 
was the Iconography series, and for only 
18 he made preliminary etchings on the 
copper plate. Showing several specimens of 
these, Mr. Hardie pointed out that Van Dyck 
gave the merest indication of surface tone, 
of background or chidroscuro. He said that 
Van Dyck worked entirely with a very loose, 
free open line-concentrating mainly on the 


head. 


INFLUENCE ON WHISTLER 
He 


stressed this characteristic system of 
focus, because it became a basic element of 
Whistler's art. Whistler, he said, was to 
realise even more fully that, having fixed and 
finished the focal point in any picture, with 


_ jines leading towards it as though from out- 


side the frame, the picture was complete, 
whether subsidiary work was added or not 
He used dotted work for the modelling of 
the faces. This ‘‘ stipple’’ was characteristic 
of the late 18th and early 19th century work 
of Bartolozzi and his school. Van Dyck, in 
all his etched work, carried selection, con- 
centration, suggestion to their fullest limit. 
In all of the portraits shown they ‘would see 
how something of Van Dyck himself—the. 
aristocratic, the fashionable portrait painter, 
the conrtier—came out .in their swagger, 
their elegance and bravado, even in the set 
of the clothes and in the hands and gestures 
of the sitters. 

Rembrandt’s effort, in all his complexness, 
was to zive a full and honest verdict about 
his sitter. Van Dyck always flattered his 
sitter: Rembrandt never. But that should 
not prevent them from giving whole-hearted 
admiration to the inventiveness and amazing 
power of Van Dyck, to the way in which he 
got to the heart of his matter, so incisively 
and so. quickly, with so much brilliance of 
execution 


HOLLAR’S PLACE 


Wenzel Hollar. born in 1607 at Prague, was 
another contemporary of Rembrandt. The 
Earl of Arundel, the famous collector of 
works of art, and collector of foreign artists 
as well, brought Hollar to England, where he 
died in 1677.2 An indefatigable worker, he 
executed 2,700 piates; for his biggest he re- 
ceived only Ws., and all through his life he 
reckoned on making a shilling an hour, . 

Hollar did not possess the creative genius 
of Rembrandt and Van Dyck, but the close 
end careful finish. of his etched work was 1n 
some ways unrivalled, The great etcher, he 
said, could not, as Hollar did, sit down 
deliberately after breakfast at a copper plate 
and work for a definite number of hours. 
The fine etching must be something of the 
unpremeditated, must sing itself like a lyric. 
It must 2)wavs—like Rembrandt's landscapes 
—hbe the offsvring of a mood; it must be 
impulsive. swift, inexplicable as love at first 
sight. If there could be craftsmanship behind 
it, there may result a masterpiece of the 
world. The lecturer showed etchings of 
muffs—one, he said, was only three inches 
square in the original print, and a perfect 
miracle of observation and of ingenuity in 
execution. Hollar’s hand was deft, the 
mechanics fanltless, the application untiring ; 
but he opened no magic windows. 


GOYA 


Another contemporary of Rembrandt, 
Jacques Callot, a Frenchman, born in. 1592, 
he (the lecturer) said was supreme in his 
art of depicting a vast number of figures 
within a small space. From Callot, Mr. 
Hardie saia, he would jump to Goya, one 
of the great names in the history of etch- 
ing, as he was in that of painting. Like the 
latter, his etchings showed striking mdépen- 
dence of style strong dramatic ar gs and 
intensity of feeling. Goya's plates were 
almost entirely bittea. Dry-point only was 
occasionally used, but he constantly employed 
aquatint, a tone method of etching which 
added light and shade, with a good deal of 
luminosity.

ardie said that he had a special affection 
for Ostade’s little landscape, ‘‘The Anglers,” 
which ‘might not have the grandeur of 
Rembrandt, but it was so rural, so charming, 
so intimate, that it made a peculiar appeal. 
Of Claude Lorraine’s etchings, he said they 
would notice that he was much more uncer- 
tain and fumbling in his technique than 
Ostade, but they would find in them some- 
thing of the spirit. of '“ The Anglers,” with 
an added touch of poetry. he showed 
several of this artist’s pictures becanse ‘‘ I 
want you to appreciate the lyrical quality 
of Claude’s etched work.”’ 


PALMER’S ACHIEVEMENT 


Passing to the English etcher, Samuel 
Palmer, of the 19th century, who, like 
Turner, had an immense admiration for 


Claude, the lecturer said that Palmer in all 
his work made one feel a sense of the 
“dh world, of the deep and solemn 
eauty of landscape, not only as an enviion- 
ment or scene, but as a part of the yreat 
drama of human life. He completed 
only thirteen etchings, gaining his last 
refinements by infinite pains, by constant re- 
working and rebiting. He would nut say 
that Claude and Palmer were the peers of 
Rembrandt; but, just as Keats and Shelley 
struck a new note not to be found in Virgil 
and Milton, só Claude and Palmer brought 
into etching a new sense of romance, a new 
lyrical purpose. 

Canaletto, or Antonio Canale, of Venice, 
was essentially a cowpea was a master of 
atmosphere. All his plates took one into 
the open; the light was clear, yet diffused ; 
the shadows luminous and transparent; the 
domed sky was a vast immensity, while his 
technique was very simple, and his system 
of lines almost conventional, 

Piranesi’g (born at Venice in 1720) etch- 
ings were different in manner and in effect 
from the work of all his predecessors. They 
were on the grand scale, executed with 
picturesque boldness and ruggedness, which 
would be found again in the work of Brang- 
wyn. Unlike Canaletto, he used the closest 
cross-hatching, and made his buildings tower 
before one’s eyés in colossal majesty. 

Concluding, the lecturer spoke of Tiepolo 
as bringing into painting all the fluid fancy 
of rococo art, while his etchings echoed the 
style and motif of his cwneene

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SOME ATTRACTIVE RECIPES 
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We are so accustomed to being able to 
buy oranges practically all the year round 
that it is surprising to realise that, to a 

revious generation, this fruit was a 
uxury appearing in the shops only at 
Christmas-time and for a short while 
afterwards. During the rest of the year 
the children of those days knew oranges 
only as the favourite stock-in-trade of the 
arithmetic-book shopkeeper—a man whose 
business transactions were so often com- 
plicated by his tiresome habit of buying 
fruit by the gross and selling at ‘‘ 18 for 
a shilling” and “the rest at 1s, 2d. a 
dozen.”’ 

But now the orange-growing industry 
has extended, and modern methods of 
packing and transport enable us to get 
excellent juicy fruit from California, 
South Africa, Spain, Brazil and Palestine, 
The peak of the season natually occurs 
at different times in different parts of the 
world, and we benefit by being ensured a 
plentiful supply practically throughout 
the year. 

Just now Jaffas and South African 
oranges are here; soon they will be fol- 
lowed by the smaller - naartjes—the 
delicious South African fruit with a 
flavour similar to that of a tangerine. 
Even if you are one of the enthusiasts 
who maintain that oranges, full of health- 
giving vitamins, are at their best when 
eaten as dessert, do not forget that they 
can be used very effectively both in hot 
puddings and cold sweets, to bring variety 
to the menu. Here are some recipes that

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A. FEW SUGGESTIONS 
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Here are a few suggestions for meatless 
dishes, particularly suited to the season 
of Lent.

Pick the shrimps, melt half the butter 
in a frying pan, beat up the eggs, add 
condensed milk, water, seasoning and the 
remains of the butter, and pour into the 
fiving pan. When the mixture begins to 
stiffen shake the pan to keep the omelette 
from sticking to the bottom. Sprinkle on 
the picked shrimps, fold over, and serve 
at once, 


FRICASSEE OF Happock. 
1 good-sized haddock, loz. butter, 1 
tablespoonful flour, 1 onion (sliced), 2 
tablespoonfuls unsweetened, full-cream 
condensed milk, made up to $ pint with 
Water ; seasoning. 
Remove the bones from the fish and 
break into small flakes. Melt the butter 
in the frying pan, add the sliced onion 
and try for a few minutes; add the flour 
and stir well. Stir in gradually the dis- 
solved condensed milk and the flaked fish. 
Cook over a low flame, stirring all the 
time until the mixture thickens. Serve 
garnished with slices of lemon. 


Savoury ToMAToEs. 
6 firm tomatoes, 1 oz. butter, 2 eggs, 
seasoning. 
Cut the tops off the tomatoes and 
scoop out: the insides. Whisk the eggs, 


add tomato pulp, seasoning and butter in 
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pastry with orange pulp; dab with bits 
of orange butter. Roll up, brush ends with 
butter and pinch together. Place in 
buttered making dish; dust with a little 
sugar. Pour in enough water to keep roll 
from sticking and bake about .half-an- 
hour. 

ORANGE A La LITTLE Miss Morrert. 

Add a dessertspoonful of sugar to. half 
a pint of milk and warm slowly until it is 
lukewarm—not hot. Add a teaspoonful of 
orange-flavoured junket essence and stir 
well. Pour at once into individual glasses, 
filling them less than half full, In ten 
minutes this junket will be set quite 
firmly. 

Peel two oranges carefully and cut into 
thin rounds. Cover each of the junkets 
with these rounds. Then make half a pint 
of lemon junket in exactly the same way 
and pour on to the orange. Allow to get 
quite cold; then add some more rounds of 
orange and finish off with a little whipped 
cream. Do not shake the glasses while 
the junket is setting, and do not let them 
stand in a draught. 


ORANGE Sponce SANDWICH. 

One cupful flour, ? cupful sugar, 2 tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, ó eggs, 1 orange, 
lemon honey.

Here is a recipe that seems to have been 
jealously guarded by Yorkshire house- 
wives for centuries. It is taken from a 
recipe book dated 1726. It is an unusual 
and very tasty delicacy, ideal for half. 
time at a bridge party: 

Take 1 Ib. plain, white flour; also $-Ib. 
castor sugar and 4-lb. butter—these last 
two to be creamed together. Into them, 
one at a time, beat the yolks of two eggs ; 
then sift in, still beating, the flour, one 
dessert-spoonful baking powder and 1} oz. 
ground ginger, doing this lightly and only 
a little at a time. Lastly, whip up the 
whites of the eggs, and fold them gently 
into the mixture. ' 

Form into little cakes, and bake on but- 
tered greaseproof paper in a moderate 
oven, keeping them pale in colour. A 
thin, flat slice of preserved ginger can he 
placed on the top of each cake. 

Lastly, a new idea for the sweet course: 

Eac a La LITTLE Miss Murret. 

1 pint milk, 1 egg. 2 teaspoonfuls 
lemon-flavoured junket essence, sugar. 

Beat up the egg very thoroughly— just. 
keep on patiently for about ten minutes 
—then warm the milk and sweeten ‘it to 
taste. Pour the warmed milk into a 
bowl, and slowly stir in the beaten-up 
egg. Add the junket essence and leave 
to set. 
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HOME-MADE BREAD 
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There is an old Scottish saying to the 
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effect that a woman has not won her spurs 
as a housewife until she has mastered the 
art of baking bread. It really is amazing, 
too, that many women, quite good pastry- 
cooks, fight shy of baking the simple 
‘* staff of life.’’ 

The one great point to remember in the 
baking of bread is that you must use a 
reliable raising element. Otherwise the 
bread will rise in baking either too much 
or too little. Yeast is not-always procur- 
able, nor is it really necessary. For one 
thing you cannot store yeast in the house. 
For this reason it is always best to use 
baking powder; for with baking powder 
you can regulate the “ rise”. more 
accurately than with a flour that already 
contains a fixed raising element. 

No bread tastes yuite so good as “ home- 
made.’’

' FIVE POINTS FOR HERR 
+ HITLER

Five “ conditions ” to Herr Hitler for 
participation in the coming Church 
elections have been presented by the 
opposition groups in the Evangelical 
Church. The conditions, which have been 
handed to Herr Hitler’s Church Minister, 
Herr Kerrl, are: 

1—Freedom of speech. 

2—Freedom of assembly. 

3—The release and reinstatement of 
the pastors who are still under arrest. 

4—Recognition by the State of the 
schism between the Nazi German 
Christians and the opposition. 

5—The elections must held 
according to Church practice. 

The meaning of point four is that the 
pastors will not agree to being forced aften 
the election to work in conjunction with 
the Nazi German Christians. 

Point five emphasises that the general 
Church practice in elections includes the 
safeguard that only registered parishioners 
are allowed to vote, and gives the right 
for either party to challenge the validity, 
of such registrations. 7 

This would prevent either party from 
bringing in voters who are not proper 
members of the Church communities. 

The pastors have told Herr Kerr! that 
unless these conditions are accepted they 
will not consider the elections fair; and 
will not participate in them. 

The groups represented in this opposi- 
tion manifesto are: The Lutheran State 
Churches of Bavaria, Wurtemburg and 
Hanover; the so-called ‘‘ Confessional 
Church,” led by ex-Submarine Commander 
Niemoeller; the local Parish Committees 
of the Evangelical Church, in so far as 
they are not Nezi. | 


STATE’S ECONOMIC 
NEEDS 
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The forniation of a National Reconstrue- 
tion League, which should combine all the 
nationally-minded sociéties, to work for the 
reconstruction of the internal economy of the 
Free State, was advocated last night by the 
Rev. P. Conefrey, Parish Priest of Cloone, 
County Leitrim, at the meeting of the Irish 
Homespun Society, in the Country Shop, St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

Father Conefrev said that the evil of emi- 
gration, attributed to foreign domination in 
former years, existed in its worst form still. 
The efforts of the Free State Government. to 
reconstruct lrish agriculture had heen ac- 
cording to the wrong system. The farmers, 
as a hodv, were uneducated, and the Covern- 
ment had done nothing to improve that state 
of things. What was required was a properly 
constructed system of vocational. education, 
to concentrate on agriculture and educate the 
growing ‘peasantry and give them the ways 
and means to work. 

In the course of a paper on “ Rural 
Economy,’’ Mr. Liam O Buachalla, M.A., 
Lecturer in Economics in University College, 
Galway, said that the educational system, 
especially in areas where farms of marginal 
land predominated, should be adapted more 
and more to make the people learn to become 
as self-supporting as possible. Farmers 
should be brought to leok on markets as 
merely secondary in their system, and to 
see that much that is now being done for 
them should be done by and for themselves. 
By the extension of the subjects taught in 
the vocational schools, to include such sub- 
jects as dyeing, spinning, butter-making, etc., 
the standardisation of home products could 
be brought about, thus ensuring the market 
for any surplus. 

Professor F. Hackett, who presided, said 
that, in his opinion, the vocational schools 
were in the forefront of the movement for the 
revival of the language. 

Mr. Gearoid 0 Lochlainn said that much 
of the migration from the land was due to 
the duliness of life outside the towns and 
cities. Efforts to check that migration should 
include work directed towards supplying the 
demands caused by the natural bent of the 
roung people. He had seen groups in the 
Cork vaeltacht which met regularly to 
indulge their keen interest in the poetry and 
literature of the language, and he suggested 
that local commitices, organising people 
interested in various subiects, eould do much 
to prevent the ficht from the land, ©

Rebellion and Famine 


This rebellion involved, among others, the 
tribes of the: Wapogoro, Wagindo, Wadunde 
and Wagoni, embracing the whole southern 
part of the territory from Kilwa on 
the east coast to Songea on 
Nyasa.

_ The pacificatton of the country having been 
effected, the Germans were able to turn to 
plans for its adirinistretion and development, 
However, before these plans could mature the 
Great War broke out, and Germany found 
herself battling against enemies more efficient 
than the tribesmen of East Africa. The cam- 
peign in German East Africa was launched by 
the British m 1915. The territory was in- 
vaded from different points with a view to en- 
circling the German forces, commanded by 
Generai Von Lettow-Vorbeck, and consisting 
of about 200 white officers and 17,000 native 
soldiers. After three years of marching and 
counter-marching, attacking and retreating, 
and dodging bere, there, and everywhere, 
Von Lettow surrendered at Abercorn, 
Northern Rhodesia, to General Edwards on 
the 23rd November, 1918. The campaign cost 
Britain in casualties 17,000 out of a total 
strength of 55,000, and in expenditure the sum 
of £/2.000,000. , 

German East Africa. under its new name, 
has been held by Britain ever since, and fs 
governed under a Mandate from the League 
of Nations, by which Britain has undertaken 
to govern the territory im accordance with 
rules laid down by the League, which are 
specially prescribed to protect the interests cf 
the native mhabitants, She is faithfully ful- 
filling her trust. To-day the opening-up of 
the country’s resources is still in its infancy, 
but the financial position is essentially sound, 
and the people are happy and prosperous.

“ART AND MORALITY ''

Artists were wont to claim exemption from 


all control, even moral control,.imn obeying } 


. . . ‘ . 
their impulse, on the ground that the artistic 
impulse demanded unquestioning and un- 


hesitating obedience if it was to result in 


work of any artistic value, said the Rev, 
Arthur Little, S.J., when lecturing last night 
before the Study Circle of the Central 
Catholic Library, Merrion square, Dublin, on 
“ Art and Morality.”’ 

Moralists, he said, responded that morality 
must prevail, even at the cost of art; for it, 
and not art, pertained to the end of man. 
The latter view must be admitted as true, 
but its partisans might, nevertheless, often 
be led into éxcessive censoriousness by lack- 
ing a precise criterion of morality in art. 
True art could not be opposed to morality; 
for it was natural, and whatever was natural 
was consistent with the last end of man. 
What, then, was it that made art immoral? 
The mind of the Church wag that when a 
work of art manifested that the intention of 
the artist was to corrupt the moraliy of the 
reader or spectator it was an immoral work. 


Art was the. communication of the 
experience of man’s nobility, To be immoral 
it must convey the experience of his 


ignobility, of his sinful desires, and, in so 
far ag it did that, it was also bad art. The 
practical criterion of morality in art was 
determined by its effect on the type of person 
for whom it was intended; if it left him with 
the experience of the desires of his lower 
nature it was, at least in some measure, im. 
moral, Some works, especially of tragic 
art, depicted moral evil without being im- 
moral, when such descriptions were ordered 
solely to evincing the power and natrral re- 
action against evil of the humnn soul. The 
criterion of morality was, therefore, not 
merely the content of the work, but its 
estimated effect on its typical audience, It 
conld only he applied by a matnre literary 
critic, Immoral art was inexcusable, 
Mr. Dermot Dargan presided.

Dr. J]. C. M. Shaw 


I perceive that my old friend, Dr. John 
C. Middleton Shaw, has been invited to 
accept the Chair of Dental Surgery in 
the Ecrptian University at Cairo. The 
Dental School is an important one, and 
has many distinguished graduates on its 
staff. | 

Dr. Shaw. who was in Tiinity between 
1918 and 1924, went to South Africa in 
1925. and has been Professor of Dental 
Surgery in the University of the Wit- 
watersrand at Johannesburg for the past 
seven years. 

During those seven years he has found 
time to carry out a considerable amount 
of research work on South Africa. 
Recently he published a textbook on—of 
all subjects-—‘‘The Teeth of the Bantu 
Races.”’ 

At present he is engaged on palmonto- 
logical research, and has lately dis- 
covered a large. fossil Hvrax—the animal 
called in the Bible the ‘‘ coney ’’—which 
he has named Procavia Transvraalensis. 
But it is about twice the size of the 
Biblical coney, and probably dates from a 
much earlier period. 


But when I hinted to this particular 
business man that the situation might be 
improved by coming into the Free State, 
he merely gave me an “ikey ” look and 
called for another round. 


New CGweed Design 


1 had just héard about a new movement 
in England “ to bridge the gap between 
the manufacturer of dress materials and 
the artist who designs them,’’ when 1 dis 
covered the secret of how e new tweed 
actually was designed recently in Jreland. 

Instead of being the calculated and care- 
fully-studied business that it probably 
should have been, this tweed was the 
result of an accident in the process of 
weaving It seems that, while the piece 
of tweed was being run through the loom, 
one of the threads became loose and stuck 
out of the finished fabric just as ‘‘ dropped 
stitches ” do in a piece of knitting. 

Being part of a commissioned order the 
piece was delivered to the dressmaker, 
but was at once thrown aside for return 
to the manufacturers as imperiect. 


A Valuable Mistake 


It was, however, destined for a higher 
and a better fate. As it lay upon the pile 
of materials awaiting its return to the 
weaver 4 lady seeking something new and 
uncommon saw it and pounced upon it at 
once. It was the answer to her prayer for 
something really new. She became 
ecstatic about its design, and decided at 
once that her newest costume must be 
made from it. 

The design attracted so much attention 
that the first roll was sold within a few 
days to ladies seeking novelty—and so it 
is that a weaver who might have been 


Purtuguese East Africa, a distance of gá EL 


four hundred miles. Its western boundary 
lies inland about eight hundred miles, and 
follows the line of the great lakes, Victoria 
Nyanza, Tanganyika and Nyasa.

Germany originally acquired this part of 
Africa in much the same way as Britain 
acquired Uganda, by the gradual penetration 
of her agents rather than by overt war. 

The whole of the East African Littoral 
was, in the early part of the nineteenth 
century, under the suzerainty of the Sultans 
of Zanzibar, ani there had been spasmodic 
attempts made by his Arab subjects to ex- 
ploit the hinterland. In 1845 an Arabic 
settlement was founded on Lake Tanganyika 
at Ujiji, a place that was later to become 
famous aa the meeting place of Stanley and 
Livingstone. In another settlement 
was founded at Tabora, also associated with 
the name of Livingstone, and the place from 
which he set out on his ‘last expedition. 
Tabora was the half-way stage between Uji)) 
and Bagamoyo on the coast, and along this 
route the Arab merchants passed with their 


ivory and slaves for delivery to the Zanzibar 


markets it was the existence of this latter 
infamous trade which drew the attention of 
Europe to a part ot the world about whicn 
little had hitherto been known, i 

In 1857 Burton and Speke penetrated as 


far as Victoria Nvanza, and ‘discovered the 


source of the Nile. In 1866 Livingstone 
travelled hy way of Mikindam along the 


destroyed and a famine created which swelled 
the death roll from the rebellion to 120,000 
persons. There was truth in the native pro- 
verb that when elephants are enraged the 
ground is heavily trampled. There were no 
more rebellions, 


Pacification ! 


The pacification of the country having been 
effected, the Germans were able to turn to 
plans for its administretion and developmeiit. 
However, before these plans could mature the 
Great War broke out, and Germany found 
herself battling against enemies more efficient 
than the tribesmen of East Africa. The cam- 
peign in German East Africa was launched by 
the British m 1915. The territory was in- 
vaded from different points with a view to en- 
circling the German forces, commanded by 
Generali Von Lettow-Vorbeck, and consisting 
of about 300 white officers and 17,000 native 
soldiers. After three years of marching and 
counter-marching. attacking and retreatmg, 
and dodging bere, there, and everywhere, 
Von Lettow surrendered at Abercorn, 
Northern Rhodes:1; to General Edwards on 
the 23rd November, 1918. “The campaign cost 
Britain in casualties 17,000 out of a total 
strength of 55,000, and in expenditure the sum 
of £12.000,000. 

German East Africa. under its new name, 
has been held by Britain ever since, and is 
governed under a Mandate from the League 
of Nations, by which Britain. has undertaken 
to govern the territory im accordance with 
rules laid down by the League, which are 
specially prescribed to protect the interests cf 
the native mhabitants, She is faithfully ful- 
filling her trust. To-day the opening-up of 
the country's resources is still in its infancy, 
but the financial position is essentially sound, 
and the people are happy and prosperous.

Meanwhile the civil 
servants, whose: demand’ for better wages 
has unseated so many fotmer Governments, 
are murmuring against the Premier. They 
form virtually the only class of French 
workers whose salaries have not shared in 
the general increase, and they are suffer- 
ing from the twofold incubus of poor wages 
and high prices. M. Blum has appealed 
to them to wait, rather than embarrass his 
efforts during the present crisis; but they 
have heard similar appeals before now, 
and are unlikely to keep their patience 
much longer. Moreover, for all ‘ its 
Socialism, the Government has just decreed 
a considerable enlargement of France's 
expenditure on armaments—which will not 
make the balancing of the Budget any 
easier, It will be interesting to see how 
M. Blum tackles this agglomeration of 
obstacles. 


War-Time Firemen 


We have become accustomed to the 
suggestion that in the next war it is the 
civilian who may be called upon to bear 
the brunt of attack. The long-range aero. 
plane, carrying a heavy cargo of explosive 
and incendiary bombs, has so changed the 
nature of warfare that whole nations will 
need to be prepared to meet sudden 
attacks. This fundamental change in the 
nature and objective of warfare must be 
met by an equally drastic change in the 
defensive measures by which attack. may 


that he shall be no longer defenceless ; so 
to organise his local resources that even 
the maximum of attacking power will have 
only the minimum effect. In short, 
every locality must be prepared to meet 
attack by gas, fire and explosive. What 
local authorities can do about explosives 
is not clear, but their duty to make 
adequate defensive provision against gas 
and fire is plain enough. Defence against 
gas attacks we have already seen 
demonstrated in Dublin by the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade, and. on a much 
greater scale in many parts of Great 
Britain. Gag masks are to be available 
for everybody in Britain; we should like 
to see masks available also for everybody 
in Ireland, and we trust that the Govern- 
ments in both areas are taking the 
necessary precautionary measures. The 
incendiary bomb dropped from the air 
may be as devastating as gas or explosive, 
and, so far, protective measures against 
these bombs have been taken only by some 
of the Continental countries. Only a few 
days ago we had reports of a precautionary 
demonstration against air raids in Rome, 
and there the fire brigade figured as 


prominently as the army or the air force.

THE END AND THE 
MEANS 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—Mr. Bruce, speaking at Tisadan- 
ham yesterday, made a striking contribu- 
tion to the current discussion of trade 
policy. Everyone—or almost everyone—is 
agreed upon the necessity of reviving 
international trade in order to give 
stability to internal recovery and to ease 
the economic difficulties which account 
for so much of the strain in international 
politics. Every Cay brings its harvest of 
speeches, all saying the same thing, but 
nothing ‘seems to result from all this 
agreement for this country. Indeed, a 
revival of export trade is made more than 
ever necessary by the rearmament pro- 


gramme, and by the decision to finance a 


considerable part of it by loan. The in- 
evitable result will be greatly to encourage 
imports, and, if there is little or no 
increase of exports on the other side of 
the ledger, the consequences may be dis- 
quieting, especially since the surplus of 
imports over exports is already approach- 
ing, if it has mot already passed, the total 
amount of receipts from freights, foreign 
investments and other sources from 
abroad. 

There can be no doubt, therefore, of 
British co-operation in every practicable 
effort to promote the recovery of inter- 
national trade. Mr. Runciman’s recent 
visit to Washington will have cleared 
away any doubts which may have been 
felt in. America over Great Britain’s 
readiness to negotiate for a reciprocal 
lowering of existing trade barriers. At 
the same time, it is important to remem- 
ber that the reduction of duties, the 
liberalising of quotas, and the removal of 
other restrictions, are only means to an

The holiday habit has been for so long 
identified with England that it almost 
may be said to be a peculiarly English 
institution. The industrial towns of 
England have their organised holiday- 
ing period, during which the greater 
part of the population migrates to the 
seaside. Behind these mass migrations 
are clubs collecting small sums weekly 
throughout the year so that the idle period 
may be financed adequately. This idle 
period does not generally carry with it 
the wages usually paid, so that the British 
worker not only ‘finances the holiday 
period of himself and his family, but also 
forfeits his income. Recent legislation has 
placed the worker in Saorstát Eireann in 
a much happier position, in that his 
wages are paid for holiday week, and he 
is enabled to enjoy himself without the 
haunting fear of a moneyless return to his 
home. It is reported now that the British 
Government is about to inquire whether 
its workers also shall enjoy a holiday with 
‘full pay.

HE announcement in yesterday’s 
‘Trish Times”? that Mr. 
MacEntee, Minister for Finance, is 
likely to have a substantial Budget 
balance over and above his expecta- 
tions was the subject-of gossip in the 
Parliamentary Lobbies during the 
day. Curiously enough, there was 
no pretence of surprise. Fianna Fail 
deputies took the attitude of, “ Well, 
what would you expect?’ Fine 
Gael, on the other hand, said : 
‘‘With a general election in the 
offing, the Government were bound 
to produce a good Budget.” The 
inference was that, whether the cir- 
cumstances warranted it or not, it 
was the duty of the Minister to 
do the needful and get a balance 
somehow. 
Admittedly it is good electioneering to 
have a good Budget, just as many of the 
legislative items which the Government are 
putting through at present—as witness the 
Widows and Orphans Pension Bill which 
was circulated yesterday—have an obvious 
bearing on the appeal for votes which must 
come in the next few months. With half- 
a-million pounds in hand the Government 
will undoubtedly occupy an exceptionally 
favourable position. The question most 
frequently heard last evening was as to 
how they would dispense their favours; 
what reliefs would come to the taxpayer ; 
will the income tax. be reduced; will the 
farmer get a-measure of de-rating ; will the 
liquor duty be reduced? 


SPECULATION 


Speculation in all these directions was 
plentiful enough, but it was not to be ex- 

cted that anything more tangible would 
a forthcoming. In this connection the 
situation in Great Britain could not be 
overlooked. There is little likelihood 
there of any remission of taxes, but every 
probability of an increase. The Minister, 
it is thought, will leave the income tax at 
the present rate, and, perhaps, do some- 
thing to relieve the farmer by a contribu- 
tion towards relief of rating, or in some 
other way. It is noted that the Exchequer 
contribution in respect of widows and 
orphans’ pensions will account for no less 
than £200,000 of the expected surplus. 

Further information on the financial 
position will be available in the coming 
week, when the vote on account will be 
taken. The rumour that the Dail would 
not meet next week is incorrect. There 
is certain business, like the vote on 
account, which must be taken before the

| T was announced by the Admiralty 

yesterday that an anti-aircraft 
shell burst on the quarter deck of the 
29,000-ton British battleship Royal 
Oak during an air raid on Tuesday 
on Valencia. Five men standing on 
the quarter deck were hit when the 
shell burst close to them. They 
were :—Flag-Captain T. B. Drew, 
Commander A. T: G. C. Peachey, 
Lieut.-Commander E. R. Wilson, 
Petty-Officer H. W. Hare and Able- 
Seaman G. A. Hiley. 

‘The injuries were slight and super- 
ficial,” says the Admiralty, “ and no one 
was incapacitated.’’ The Royal Oak later 
put out to sea. 

It was lying in the “ safety zone” of 
Valencia Harbour when insurgent war- 
planes came over on a raid. The shell 
which hit the Royal Oak was fired by 
Government shore batteries. | 

The Admiralty take the view that the 


incident must be accepted as a pure acci- 


dent. It is not thought likely that qry 
official protest will be made to e 
Government.

FIERCE battle, in which 

Government miners and insur- 
gents are fighting hand-to-hand, is 
taking place among the ruins of 
Oviedo, in Northern Spain. Govern- 
ment forces, according to an -insur- 
gent report, have been ordered from 
Madrid to seize the city at all costs, 
and are ‘‘ attacking in mass forma- 
tion.’’ ce 

This is thought to explain the 
Government casualties, which insur- 
gents estimate at 10,000 dead and 
wounded in the last two days. The 
Government claim to be advancing 
“ step by step.’ | | 

Four months ago the relief of the 
city by a force of Moors and Legion- 
aries was one of the outstanding 
events of the war. | 

The following Reuter despatches givé 
the latest developments in the fighting :— 

A Madrid message says: Government 
forces are pushing rapidly forward in the 
San Lazaro-Buenavista sector, near Oviedo, 
according to reports received here from 
Gijon. Government positions now include 
Pando Peak, claimed by the report to be 
an excellent observation post for Mount 
Naranco, still held by the insurgents. 

In the La Vega sector of Oviedo there 
has been bitter fighting round the convent, 
the insurgents trying to withdraw and 
entrench themselves in the hospital. An 
armoured train has been firing on the 
insurgents from the mouth of the Pando 
Tunnel. The Government troops are re- 
ported to have captured two buildings of 
the miners’ orphanage, and two are still 
occupied by the insurgents. The insurgents 
are said to have given no sign of life 
round the Pelayo Barracks. 


INSURGENT LOSSES 

The report states that the insurgents 
suffered heavily during their sortie yester- 
day. Government troops captured the 
football ground and Jabonero House 
yesterday. Their next objective is stated 
to be the San Francisco Hospital. 

A Bilbao message says: Hand-to-hand 
fighting is going on in the streets of Oviedo, 
where the Government attackers are ad- 
vancing step by step, using hand grenades 
and dynamite. Artillery is pounding the 
streets just ahead of the Republican 
advance. 

The positions around the city are being 
fortified, and measures are being taken to 
cut off finally all possible assistance for 
the insurgents. It is claimed that the 
Government troops have captured much 
war material and a number of prisoners, 
who are described as being exhausted and 
demoralised. 

A report from Avila says that the 
reason fcr the order from Madrid to the 
Asturian and Basque forces attacking 
Oviedo to take the city at all costs is 
said to be that a victory there would en- 
courage the defenders of Madrid. In the 
last two days the insurgent defenders at 
Oviedo are stated to have beaten off re- 
peated attacks, backed by as many as ten 
tanks 

The Government forces are said to 
be attacking in mass formation, so 
that the machine-guns and mortars of 
the defenders take a heavy toll 
Oviedo is said to be surrounded by 
so many corpses that urgent measures 


have had to be taken to protect the 


population from epidemics. 


CHANGED HANDS TWICE 
Wiring trom Madrid, Reuter says: Ad 
important hill on the south-east Madrid 
front, where the fate of the Valencia 
road has now hung in the balance for a 
fortnight, changed hands twice yesterday. 
The first thing this morning the position 
Pingarron Hill, between San Martin de 
la Vega and Morata de Tajuna—two vil- 
lages west of the Valencia road below 
Arganda—was in the hands of the Repub- 
li@ .- troops. Receiving reinforcements, 
'yargeut forces launched-an early attack 
position, which they had 
held until recently. The 
troops in possession, not having had time 
to organise their defences, were quickly 
driven down to the foot of the hill. 
The Government men succeeded in 
holding the insurgent onslaught in check 
from below, and an hour later took up 
the offensive themselves. They climbe 
up the hillside in the face of a hail of 
lead until they reached the summit, 
Pingarron had once again changed hands, 


UNAMUNO’S SON KILLED 


A Valencia Reuter telegram states that 
Ramon de Unamuno, son of the famous 
Spanish authdr. Miguel de Unamuno, was 
killed on Tuesday on the Jarama front 
outside Madrid, according to a report 
received here yesterday. 

His father, Rector of the University of 
Salamanca and internationally known for 
his writings, died on December Slst. 


BOMBS ON HOSPITAL 


A Barcelona Reuter telegram received 
this morning states:—Insurgent ’planes 
dropped 120 bombs on the town of Flix, 
completely destroying the local hospital, 
according to reports from Tarragona, 
Nine people were killed and 32 gravely 


wounded.

OLONEL FRITZ BRASE, Director of 
( the Irish Free State Army School of 
Music, who, belore the Great War

was one of the witnesses on the sixth day 
of the “Brass Band libel action,” which was 
resumed at Belfast to-day. 

The principals in the action are Lieutenant 
Owen W. Geary, Director of Music to the 
Roval Artillery at Woolwich, and Mr. E. 
Godfrey Brown, Musical Director of the 
Northern Ireland B.B.C. Station. 

Lieutenant Geary complains of statements 
allegeil to have been made in letters, and 
Mr. Brown counter-claims for damages for 
alleged libel contained in a letter from Lieu- 
tenant Geary to the North of Ireland Bands 
Associations 

Colonel Fritz Brase, Director of the Irish 
Free State Army School of Music, said that 
before the War he conducted one of the 
bands of the Prussian Guards. He received 
the title of Royal Musical Director. During 
the last seven years he had acted as guest 
conductor in Belfast, and had conducted the 
Belfast Wireless Symphony Orchestra. On 
January 7. 1936, he conducted the Wireless 
Military Band from Belfast. 

Mr. Warnock—What was your opinion of 
it ?—It was certainly very good; otherwise 
I could not have done the programme which 
I did. 

He said that in Germany it was natural 
to have trumpets in a brass band. Bae: 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lowry, witness said 
he did not know the instrumentation in 
England was different from that in Germany.

£10,589, making total defalcations of £12.089.

Mr. J. A. COSTELLO (U.L, Dublin) 
said that the policy of non-intervention 
was purely a policy of expediency. The 
Government was in a terrible hurry under 
the bill to honour international obliga- 
tions, but the country was entitled to 
know what provisions were going to be 
made by other countries, equally with 
them, honourably to carry out their inter- 
national obligations. In his view, the bill 
was not one to honour international obliga- 
| tions, but to prevent General O'Duffy from 
bringing recruits to Spain. 

Mr. DAVIN—What about the recruits? 

Mr. BELTON—What recruits—a bunch 
of hoboes. 
' Mr. COSTELLO said that when they 
found the Government linking themselves 
up with Socialist France, Protestant Eng- 
land, irreligious Russia and Germany, 
they should know to what they were com- 
mitting themselves, and to what steps they 
were going to be committed by those other 
people, ail of whom would be looking at 
each other with extreme distrust. 


A MESS OF POTTAGE 


Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.L,° National 
University) said that the amendment had 
a very clear aim.

“FAIRLY SATISFACTORY ”' 
Mr, DERRIG, Minister fo} Education, said 


that, under -the circumstances, the Govern- 
ment was satisfied that the proposals made 
were fairly satisfactory, and that, if loyally 
carried out, they were likely to achieve the 
objects in view. They could see how the 
situation developed, and, if. satisfied that the 
non-intervention plan was not bemg carried

USED BY BIG POWERS 


Mr. E. DONNELLY said the bill would 
have been introduced by any sensible Irish 
Government, even if General O'Duffy had 
never been born.

We 
fully appreciate the difficulties of the Board's 
task, but we feel it is most important to all

parties that the work should be completed 


as soon as possible, as our experience has 
shown that since the: setting up of the Road 
Transport Board the competing road haulage 
services in Northern Ireland have engaged in 
more active competition with one another in 
an endeavour to justify their existence, with 
the result that traffic is at present being con- 
veyed by road at rates which are wholly 
uneconomic. It would be out of the question 
for us to reduce our rates to meet this com- 
petition, as it would only result in our carry- 
ing the traffic at a loss. 

We desire to assist the Road Board in 
every way, as our interests are so closely 
connected.

GROWING EXPENDITURE 


I shall now deal with the serious matter 
of increased, and still increasing, expendi- 
ture. As you are all, no doubt, aware, there 
has been a considerable revival in industry 
in Great Britain, but this, unfortunately, has 
had its reactions, as it involves substantial 
advances in the prices of materials. While 


-we endeavour toe obtain our requirements, 


where possible, from home resources, there 


are certain materials which a railway must 
purchase elsewhere, and. the increased 
cost of these will press more heavily 
on the company during the current 
year. Most commercial concerns can pass 
increased costs on to. their customers, 


but, under existing conditions, it Is most diffi- 
cult-for a railway to raise its rates and fares 
to cover rising expenditure. Rather has rt to 
concentrate on increasing the volume of its 
trafic. In the last contract for locomotive 
coal, entered into in the early part of 1956, 
we’had to pay considerably hi her prices than 
in 1935, as the result of which our fuel costs 
advanced by £4,426, a figure which, I regret, 
to say, will be at least doubled m the current 
year.

SHAREHOLDERS’ CRITICISM 


In the course of a general discussion bv 


the shareholders, 


(chairman of the Stockholders’ Association), 
said that he was afraid the stockholders 
could not compliment the directors of the 
company on t eir position at the present 
time. “ We invested our money in this com. 
pany,” he said, “‘ for the purpose of getti 

a return in yearly dividends, looking forwarc 
to some income from the capital invested. 
It is hard to be obliged to come here year 
after year to find that our capital is absolutely 
useless to us.” As an ordinary sharcholder, 
Senator McLaughlin added that the position 
of the company was, in his view, in a worse 
ee than in 1927. (Applause.) “in 
927,” he said, “the credit balance of the 
company, aiter debenture and consollated 
interest had been deducted, was £125,077, 
but in 1936, after the same interest had been 
deducted, the credit balance amounted to the 
miserable figure of £1,448."’ He suggested 
that, if the board of directors could not make 
the position of the ¢ompany better than it 
was in 1927, they should resign en 6/0c, 
(Applause.) “We have an association that 
is anxious to help the company in eyery wav 
possible,” he continued, “and I do say that 
when a vacancy occurs on the board, at least 
in ordinary courtesy you should consuit with 
the committee of that association; and we 
suggest further that, if a vacancy occurs, as 
board of directors you should ask the associa- 
tion of stockholders: to submit a panel of 


three names, from which you could select a 
director. If you are not prepared to do that, 
we must take it that you do not wish im 
sá Matata from the stockholders, and 

"you do not want resentative of 
the ordina stock heldecs gus the board. 
(Cries of ‘‘ hear, hear,” and ‘‘shame.”) If 
when the next vacancy occurs you will allow 
us to do that, we will make it our business 
to try to make the company a successful 
concern. If you do not agree, I say that at 
the next meeting of the board we are going 
to ask you to give us your proxies, insteau 
of giving them to the chairman of the coni- 
.”’ In the last eight weeks, he said 
the traffic receipts, instead of increasing, 
showed a decrease of £8,350. It was veri 
hard to understand these figures, as the 
period was usually one of the most successful 
in the year. 

He was delighted to hear that the Transport 

ard was considering the. suggestion cf 
making ‘bus depots at the railway stations. 
It would be of benefit to both sides if 
the railway stations were made the 
depots and termini of the "bus services. 

He suggested also that the aims and objects 
of the Free State and Northern Ireland 
Transport Boards should be to make their 
lcrries the feeders for the railways as far as 
possible. 

He hoped that the coming year would be 
more successful than the one that has just 
passed, and that the huge expenditure for 
jastsyear would be considerably reduced. 

“We have heard,” gad Senator 
McLaughlin in conclusion, ‘‘that additional 
inspectors are being appointed, and I think it 
only right ta mention the fact that as stock- 
holders we do not require any more inspectors 
or canvassers. As a man of the world I say 
that our stationmasters should be our can- 
vassers, and that they should be made respon- 
sible for the district over which they have 
charge. If they cannot make it a paying 
concern, let them be transferred to some other 
place.”

DONEGAL RATES 


PROTEST AGAINST 
EXPENDITURE 


: F ROM Our CORRESPONDENT, 
LIF FORD, Wednesday. 


Donegal County Council, before considering 
the estimates for the coming financial year, 
to-day received a deputation from the Donegal 
Ratepapyers’ Association. Mr. J. B. 
McNulty, who acted as spokesman, said that 
expenditure last year was over a quarter of 
a million pounds, which amounted to practi- 
cally 10s, an acre on every acre of arable 
land. A large amount was made up in grants 
from the Government, but the money came 
from the taxpayer, and it was, to a large 
extent, the farmers’ money the Government 
was spending in grants. it was well known 
that the incomes of the farmers had declined 
since 1927, and that rates . were practically 
all borne by the farmers, yet, although the 
farmers’ incomes had been goig down, the 
burdens imposed on them by the local 
authorities had been increased. 

In recent years the practice had developed 
of a Government appropriating certain funds 
to the relief of unemployment, and of com- 
pelling local authorities to supplement those 
lunds from the rates. If the, Government 
was providing work for unemployed - it was 
Saving expense on their Central Fund, and 
the Government should pay the expense, and 
not impose an additional burden on the 
farmers. 

Mr. McNulty said that the estimates be- 
fore the Council that day were not fair to 
an industry that was working at a loss. Ex- 
penditure on roads had increased by £5,000 
for the year, and salaries of Surveyors had 
increased by £1,600 since 1927, and travelling 
expenses had increased. by over £2,000. — Irre- 
coverable rates had increased by £2,700 since 
1935, and the contribution to the Irish Tourist 
Association was £990. The county could not 


afford to spend any money except that 
vitally mecessary, and the . contribution 
to the J.T.A. should come from the 


hotel-keepers and boarding house proprietors 
—the people who benefited directly. ' The 
amount for scholarships had increased in 
three years from £763 to £2,250. 

Captain Scott said that everybody in the 
county benefited from the grant to the 
Tourist Association, and that day they had 
notification of a grant of £6,000 for roads of 
tourist importance, 

Mr. Neal Blaney, T.D., said that out of 
a total of £405,000 expended in the county, 
only £160,000 had been borne by the rate- 
payers. i 

Mr. Patrick Lynch said that when they 
tried to give every honest man an honest 
day's work it was no reason. why a. bunch 
of wealthy farmers should come in and ask 
them to cut down the rates. 

The estimate providing for a rate of 14s. 
31-8d., as compared with a rate of 13s, 114d. 
last year, was adopted.

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BITTER ATTACKS ON 
‘GOVERNMENT 


——- . 
“TO SECURE A CHANGE 
AT STORMONT ” 
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From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HE Belfast Civic Chancellor, Alderman 
James A. Duff, J.P., Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, to-day made his 
ag speech, and moved the adoption of the 
new consolidated rate of 10s. in the £. This 
is 4d. less than the rates for the current vear, 
but as a larger reduction was anticipated there 
was vigorous criticism of the Government in 
respect of grants and levies and the transfer 
of additional burdens to the ratepayers. . 
Alderman Duff, who was received with 
applause, moved the adoption of the minutes 
of the Finance Committee and the estimates 
of the expenditure for the year, amounting 
to £1,458,488, and, after taking into account 
a credit balance of £83,000, the strking 
of the consolidated rate for the 
coming year -at 10s. in the £. 
He said that a total of £167,000 was the 
actual cost of. distress relief in 1936-'37. The 
which was an- 
nounced only a few. weeks ago, was deter- 
mined at £95,000, which left the Corporation 
a net cost of £72,000, which was the ascer- 
actual cost of distress in the 
current year. Why was it that the extra- 
ordinary circumstance, occurred that, while 
they got off with an expenditure of £72,000 
in 1936-37, they found it necessary to budget 
for 1937-’38 for a 'figuve of £127,000, an in- 
crease of about 5d. in the rates on the 
new valuations? 


“ INCESSANT TRICKERY ” 


Evervbody in England, Scotland and Nor- 
thern Ireland expected when the unemploy- 
ment problem was taken over as a national 
responsibility that the Corporation’s contribu- 
tion towards it would be decreasing, instead 
of increasing. The Ministry of Finance treated 
them fairly during the transition period, but 
the figure arrived at by the Ministry of Finance 
of £95,000 as Government contribution was 
not altruistic on their part. Though they 
stated in their letter that they were adhering 
to their promises they made earlier, they 
saved £19,000 for the pockets of the Treasury 
by the whole transaction over the six months. 
It was this incessant trickery that justified 
the Corporation -in making use of every 
opportunity of showing that very little con- 
sideration was given te the ratepayers in any 
part of the six counties, including Felfast. 

Was there to be no respite whatever from 
the pressure exercised by the Minister of 
Finance in regard to Corporation finances? 
They had’ to meet in 1937-1958 a figure of 
£127,000 in.respect of exceptional distress un- 
employment relief. : 

Early during the current year the Northern 
Government notified the sudden cessation of 
all grants' for) distress relief which had 
been arranged between the Lord Mayor, the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee and the 
members of the Cabinet at a conference in 
Stormont. © This left the finances of, the 
Corporation in the air for seven or eight 
months, on the plea that no definite time 
limit had been arranged. Subsequently, at 
the end of the year the Government 
graciously gave permission to fund the cost 
and spread the incidence on the ratepayers 
over a period of five years at £29,000 a year. 
The year 1958-39 would be the fifth and final 
payment of this sum, ‘but instead of gaining 
whe. this sum was paid off, the Government 
at the end of the period made another levy 
of £10,000 for the following three years. The 
Government. gave them no relief from tha: 
liability which they made them incur, and 
gave them no help to liquidate it... They 
had signified the graciousness of their atti- 
tude by arranging that the £50,000 the Cor- 
poration will be giving towards ogee ye 
ment this vear will be increased to £60,00 
when this £29,000 per annum is liquidated. 

Referring to the education levy, Alderman 
Duff said that on the old valuation the 1s. 
poundage rate yielded £90.960, and the new 
valuation £138,000. The grant was a carrot 
before their noses to initiate the rating of 
the burden of the body politic of Northern 
Ireland. 

Next. he came to the “ gift” of the Govern- 
ment towards the cost of the Mental 
Hospital. There was an apparent increased 
grant of £17,310, but, in reality, a net gain 
of £4,717 5s. 4d. to their credit, in satisfac- 
tion of a claim which has been persistently 
rig by successive Councils for the past 


years. 
AN INTERRUPTION 
Towards the end of Alderman Duff's 


apeech, 

Councillor J. Craig shouted: ‘‘ Shorten 
your sails and drop anchor.”’ 

Immediately there were angry cries from 
members sitting near him telling him not to 
interrupt. Fás 

Proceeding, Alderman Duff said tat his 
purpose would be served if he could impress 
upon the Corporation that, notwithstanding 
that they were robbed at every point, they 
should look after their expenditure. 
Some might say: ‘‘What is the use of 
economising when all this .is happeaing?”’ 
“ But,” he added, “‘I appeal to you as 
kindly and as eloquently as Í can, that, in face 
of expenditure, national and local, which has 

ot to be fated by the country for the next 

ve years, we should do our part in conserv- 

ing the resources of this great nation by 
seeing that not one penny m our care is 
inispent or misused.”’ 

Councillor Hill congratulated Alderman Duff 
upon what he descrrbed as a statesmanlike 
speech. Many of those whom the Corporation 
were asked to support were genuine 
unemployed, but they were not so regarded 
by. the Ministry, because they could not show 
a certain number of stamps. 

Alderman T, Henderson, M.P. (Independent 
Unionist), said that the ratepayers of Belfast 
were under a deep debt oí gratitude to 
Alderman Duff. 


“BLOODLESS REVOLUTION” 


After Alderman Duff's speech, said the 
speakér, the -Corporition should. call a 
meeting of the citizens and start what Alder- 
man Pierce described. as a ‘‘ bloodless revolu- 
tion ' to secure changes at Stormont. There 
was no hope for the ratepayers of Belfast 
unless there was a change of policy at Stor- 
mont. 

Councillor Wilton said the Minister of 
Finance declared that the Government of 
Northern Ireland existed for the common 
good of the people. But Alderman Duff's 
statement showed clearly that this was not 
eorrect. If they represented the people in 
that Corporation all parties should unite and 
go to Stormont as a deputation and demand 
vernment. It was 
the only way to get a change. The Govern- 
ment was robbing the citizens of Belfast by 
making the ls. levy for education apply to 
the higher valuations. This alone would 
warrant a demand for the resignation of the 
Government. 

' Alderman Pierce also commended Alder- 
man Duff, and the estimates were ‘adopted

SEASONABLE REMINDERS. - 
Writing on. this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Garden Correspondent says :— 

Begonias, dahlias and cannas should now be 
started into growth if not already done. 
Calvia splendens makes a brilliant show 
in winter, and deserves general cultiva- 
tion. As io is are produced by the 
old plants they should be taken off and 
struck in heat; some people advocate 
growing the old plants on for a second 
year; but,.in our opinion, they are not 
worth the trouble, as the plants eo" 
leggy and bare at the base, and, besides, 
the young vigorous plants will give far 
better and larger flowers, and will con- 
tinue in bloom “úntil' well into the new 
year. As azaleas go out of flower the 
old flower stems should be carefully 
picked off without injuring the youn 8 
growths, and the plants placed in a col 
pit or frame, where they will develop 

their growths for next season’s bloom,

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
By this we mean ‘feeding in accordance with 

the purpose for which tho birds are ulti-| 
matdly required. If the object is to 
produce good table birds, then from the 
outset the chicksought tobe fed in the 
manner best calculated to attain that 
object. . Similarly, if egg production be 
the objective the birds will be treated. 
in a different manner. , The ideal in the 
former type of bird is to rear a soft, 
plump, rapidly-growing chicken in the 
shortest possible time. It stands to 
reason, however, that where it is a ques- 
tion of producing birds that are to make 
good layers it would be a mistake to 
force their pace of growing and develop- 
ing unduly, because in the process there 
would be grave risk of seriously injur- 
ing their hdalth and stamina. Where it 
is meyely a question of rearing birds to 
the age of 12 weeks Mr so, one can 
take risks that dare not be incurred 
when the birds are being reared either 
for stock or for egg production, 
AUwAS use Exchange Poultry Foods—Milk Chick 
Mash, Laying Meal, Poultry and Chicken Grains.
